RESPONSE TO NOTICE TO FILE CORRECTED APPLICATION PAPERS 

In response to the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers (mailed March 8, 2002) 
indicating that the drawing sheet as filed did not have appropriate margins, Applicant 
encloses a corrected drawing sheet whose margins are believed to be in compliance with 37 
C.F.R. §1.84. 

Additional numbering of the amino acid sequences has been added to the corrected 
drawing. These additions do not constitute new matter, Amino acid numbering was already 
present in the original drawing (e.g., 1, 61, 121, etc). Applicant has simply made the 
numbering more frequent (e.g., 20, 40, 60, 80, 100, 120, etc.), i.e., every twenty amino acids 
(as well as alternating asterisks every twenty amino acids), to make it easier to read the 
sequence and determine amino acid position. The new numbermg would thus be considered 
inherent by the skilled worker and supported by the original disclosure.
